the practical effect, under the operation of 
customs decisions, of m aking Spa isti 
raisins free. Secretary Rayard simply asked 
for an equalization of the duties between 
Zante currants and raisins, the firm er now 
paying one cent per pound, and the latter 
two cents. Both are equally dried ¡trapes. 
Randall, however, proposes to adm it the 
Zante currants free ol all duty. H e puts 
the rich m an's alm onds and filberts on the 
freelist, because they ate raised in the 1’a- 
cilic States, and leaves the duty on the 
poor bov s peanuts, in hopes of still savin" 
tin! State of Virginia to the Democracy. 
TUe value of imported currants, dates and 
tigs, was nearly $L,(A)0 000, and that of im ­ 
ported almonds and filberts nearly $1,000,­ 
000. The reduction of duty effected by 
this change will be 
nearly $1,000,000. 
There is no likelihood of the passage of 
Randall’s bill. Should it get through the 
House the Senate cannot lie expected to 
concur in the bill in tim e for it to become 
a law before the 4th of March.

there must l>e community and personal ef­ 
fort Money must be “ put up ” by some 
one, and that “ some one ” each citizen 
able to contribute his mite—dimes if not 
dollars—should consider to be himself. 
There has been “ talk enough,” to speak 
plainly. What Ls now needed is coin, act­ 
ive men, vigor of exertion, a determination 
to do, as well as pass resolutions and 
“ liooni ” in the columns of newspapers. 
The centers of population are being rap­ 
idly determined, and along with them the 
centers of trade and commerce fixed. Let 
as look to it that we are not left among 
the inactive and visited by all that suc­ 
cessful rivalship means. 
Men with lands “ to sell ” must do 
something more now than offer them. 
They must loosen the purse striugs, con­ 
tribute two acres to sell every felt, if need 
lie; merchants with goods to sell must 
forego some present gain to assure them­ 
selves of greater profit presently, for what 
is to be done must be done now. Three 
months hence it may be too late. 
Jlow much has the great North contrib­ 
uted to the immigration work inaugurated 
by .Sacramento business men two years ago, 
and mainly sustained by them ever since ? 
In plain words, comparatively nothing. 
How much have the mass of our people 
in Sacramento contributed comparable 
with the sums ex¡>ended l>y a few business 
men in aid of immigration work ? Prac­ 
tically nothing. Now, both of these classes 
of people must be up and doing. Stockton 
Ls raising $120,000 — that is, $10,000 a 
month—for this express purpose; San Jose 
is raising nearly as large a sum, and has 
her agency already established. It re­ 
mains to be seen “ bow many thousands ” 
Sacramento is in earnest. I f she decrees 
it, she can, within a year or two, increase 
her contributing population three-fold. 
The result will lie lively demand for all 
kinds of labor, much enhanced values, 
augmented production, advanced trade, 
renewed industries, large investments, new 
life to agriculture and all the followings 
of a settled and flourishing country, peo­ 
pled with a desirable class of home-seekers 
and producers. 
IRRIGATION INQUIRY. 


The saggestion to establish a (ientral 
and Northern California Immigration 
Agency at I sis Angeles, and which Mr. T. 
H. Goodman of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany—in a letter published in the R ko- 
ord-Union yesterday—has urged shall be 
done, is a wise one. We must recognize 
the fact which Mr. Goodman recites, that 
at present Los Angeles is “ the migratory 
center of the coast.” But new-comers to 
that point are by no means all of the very 
wealthy class, able to buy homesteads at 
“ thousands per acre.” A large portion of 
them come out to secure land at lower 
valuations and which they can till. A 
large proportion of the immigrants to the 
south are people of much means, who seek 
homes regardless of cost, and not with 
a view of land cultivation. Only a few of 
the former class can be accommodated at 
the south for obvious reasons, the demands 
of the latter class being predominant, and 
hence lands are put lieyond the reach of 
men whose investment will absorb most of 
their means. 
Mr. Goodman says Stockton is aliout to 
establish an agency in the south. Santa 
Clara and Fresno counties have already 
done so. Sacramento should do the same, 
* and in conjunction with her effort all the 
central and notliem region can lie repre­ 
sented; In short, in this matter there 
should be cordial co-operation, not divided 
and contentions efforts. A conjoint exhibit 
and agency cannot prove other than a 
paying investment. Mr. Goodman informs 
the people that the railroad company 
intend immediately to sell excursion 
tickets in Los Angeles for the upper coun­ 
try, .and thus any effort we may make will 
have that powerful aid. 
There should be no time lost in taking 
advantage of the situation. The home- 
aeekers are comiug by the thousands per 
week, am! there is a large portion of the 
influx that needs only to be told wo have 
in this section climate just to their taste, 
more desirable, we maintain, than that of 
the south; soil more fertile and moreeasilv 
tilled ; and what is better, lands in plenty 
at prices far below the asking prices there. 
’The natural and logical reasons for this 
latter fact can easily be given the home- 
Boeker—the immense territory wo have to 
people; the great valley area, measurable 
only by hundreds of miles in length; the 
immense stretch of foothill country; the 
fact that Innds have not licen held here 
for speculative purposes, but mostly given 
over to large farming; that the absolute 
need for irrigation has not been known to 
us as at the south, and hence there lias 
been less effort made to divide large hold­ 
ings; tli.it wheat farming lias made us, 
heretofore, indiflerenl to the spirit of im­ 
migration, and that we are but lieginning 
to awake;: to the immeasurable greatness 
and capacity of our resources and the need 
for greatly increased jiopalation. 
1 hese facts will impress the new-comer 
with the des’rability of visiting » sectio» 
offering him a home at a modest figure, 
and in an area so broad as to give him the 
greatest jiossible latitude for selection, and 
to prevent any extravagant advance in 
values, f ortify these statements by such 
an exhibit as we know we cau make; offur 
the immigrant a cheap excursion rate to 
enable him to visit the north and test the 
verity of the statements made, and we 
will experience no difficulty in directing a 
tide this way, which in turn, will bring on 
the ,-peedy inflowing of a current of de­ 
sirable immigration direct, and not via 
the South. 
It happens that the jieople of the Isis 
Angeles section arc friendly to Ihe propo 
sition now made. They realize that the 
seekers for cheap lands caunot be readily 
accommo Lifed there ; they know that they 
will not lie deprived of any of the well- 
earned fruits of their energy and long 
laboring: that the feet of the south {are 
now securely planted upon the path of her 
pro -res-, and that there will he no turn­ 
ing back. It is to their interest as to ours 
that the whole State be settled, and they 
have, wo are inform od, no olistacles to place 
in the path of our endeavor to imitate their 
example. In short, the time of contention 
has passed; the p-eriod of jealousy has 
gone inUf the list of dead hours. It is 
now a labor of love and interest for all 
California. 
This much upon ¡«per; how much now 
will follow of actual work and actual con­ 
tribution ? Newspaper work can extend 
only to well-defined limits ; lieyond that 


The conviction is becoming general 
among legislators that while everything 
that can possibly be completed now,should 
be done to advance the irrigation problem 
to a solution, and to give the State control 
of all waters clearly proper to be used in 
an irrigation system, that still haste will 
lie least progressive. That the need is to lay 
the foundations for a permanent and equi­ 
table system, by thorough exhaustion of 
inquiry. The State Engineering Depart­ 
ment has contributed very largely to the 
dissemination of knowledge essential to 
wise action, and should not lie hindered in 
the completion of its important work. In 
the meantime, the legislature can set on 
foot such other inquiry as will develop all 
the physical facts, mid orderly arrange all 
the premises that will lead us to a final 
and right conclusion. 
No comprehensive 
scheme of irrigation can lie set up upon 
the rather vague ideas and conflicting 
views now entertained by the people. 
There is wise advice in the suggestion of 
the State Engineer that the question— 
Is uot in this State a mere quarrel between 
two influential contending cliques of enterpris­ 
ing men—as, unfortunately, it lias been made to 
ajqiear—but it is the same here as elsewhere in 
similar climates, a question of public moment, 
of the first importance, and which will not re­ 
in sin in quiet until deiilierately and fully dealt 
with. In other countries, in order to secure 
such treatment, the sutiject has been relegated 
to special commissi ns. It would appear, trom 
experience thus far. that, sooner or later, this 
action will tie taken here, and it becomes n_y 
duty to say that the sooner it is done the better 
for the people and the State. 
Matters in this 
connection are becoming complicated and more 
difficult to deal with every year. 
No matter what debate may now be had, 
what schemes for the accomplishment of 
desired results now advanced, the propo­ 
sition to promote further official inquiry is 
wise. Had such investigation been set on 
foot four years ago, in connection with the 
Engineering Department, we would at 
this time have been well advanced towards 
a definite conclusion. The mass of in­ 
formation already gathered, and which it 
is wholly impracticable to even attempt to 
publish, should lie taken in hand liv an 
intelligent body and reduced to a basis for 
a comprehensive system. As matters now 
stand this is practically impossible of 
achievement. The data is very largely 
completed ; most of the physical facts have 
been the subjects of engineering research; 
what is now needed is such handling and 
systematizing of this data, and such addi­ 
tions to it, as will lay the lines for the 
superstructure of the system to be erected, 
and which is to last for all time. As the 
State Engineer in his progress report says: 
It is a singular anil significant fact that at this 
very time in the newer advancing irrigation 
countries of the world, the very questions are in 
course of treatment by special oodu commis­ 
sions, and uudcrdiseussioii by legislative bodies, 
(hat are so prominently liefore the public of Cal­ 
ifornia.

For years in the 
past, and for session after sr .sion. the lime of 
members of Legislature has been largely taken 
up in endeavoring to jiorfcirm (under the unfa 
vorable circumstances of limifstion as to time, 
absence of practical familiarity with the field, 
and inability to travel over the country and ob­ 
serve and hear nil phn , of questions), those 
lulies whioh should tic performed by a coiuinis 
sion of inquiry, and Bottling has been effected, 
of a permanent character, looking to the estab­ 
lishment of irrigation on a firm legal basis, or to 
the conservation of the streams of the state. 
For the want of proper legal guidance and 
public administration, private individuals, asso­ 
ciations and coniorntions, inspired by a genuine 
and praiseworthy enterprise, are constantly in­ 
vesting their money, labor and talents in taking 
out waters and developing the fruitfulness of 
land.; by irrigation, in a manner and in eases 
which lead first to litigation and strife. Intent 
oa seeking some relief or advantage, these strug­ 
gles have ticen brought liefore legislative mem­ 
bers and committees Tor the hearing of long 
statements and arguments from those directly 
intcrcsted on opposing sides. Is it not time that 
this useless contention should stop ? Should not 
the legislature, assertinga due dignity, relegate 
Uie whole matter to a com mission, witli time 
and means to fully consider it. anil to present it 
at a following session in a manner free fnnn the 
bias and bitterness of personal interest o ral 
leged private motives?

as the end approaches, the Commission 
will draw nearly the entire amount 
of the revenue provided.

of the bonds will not only cease, but their 
depreciation will be encouraged. This 
scheme under which the Commission 
operates has had the test of fifteen years 
of trial, and now has the unanimous ap­ 
proval of the Board of Trade, representing 
great material interests of the municipal­ 
ity. 
But if the Commission is blotted out by 
the repeal of the law, as is openly and 
unwisely advised and advocated, the $478,­ 
000 of bonds it now holds for the city will 
be absolutely cancelled, be simply bonds 
paid up, and have no more any legal 
existence, since the city cannot except 
under the Act sought to be repealed, 
Hold them as vital claims for payment. 
Thereujion the detached coupons will 
cease to lie calls for interest, and the en­ 
tire “ pot ” of $85,000, to use vulgarisms, 
will annually be “ raked in” by the bond­ 
holders. The obvious effect would be to 
send the bonds up to par with a rush. 
In short, the repeal would be worth $300,­ 
000 or $4tX),000 to Daniel Meyer et als. 
This being unquestionably the effect, it 
would lie legitimate to conclude that those 
who advise the rejieal are working directly 
in the interest of the bondholders. 
If it 
is worth a fee to them to have the repeal 
accomplished, then the advocates of the 
repeal, if not directly retained, are 
gratuitously doing that which is worth a 
round sum,and they ought to lie paid for it. 


W om en are progressing in the exercise 
of at least their physical rights, and one 
of these is the handling of firearms. 
Thus yesterday’s telegraphic dispatches 
detail two instances in which womanly 
courageous conduct, by the aid of weap­ 
on?, meted out just punishment to offend­ 
ers and defended themselves trom murder­ 
ous assault. Mrs. Carey, of Camden, Ark., 
whose husband had been shot down liefore 
her and was in turn assaulted by the 
ruffianly murderer, who threatened to 
shoot her, promptly brained the fellow, 
clubbing a rifle fur that useful pur­ 
pose. Quite as promptly the plucky 
woman was exonerated by the Justice of 
the Peace. Up in Pennsylvania, on the 
same day, a cowardly desperado of ugly 
temper attempted to murder his 15-year- 
old wile. He chased her about the house, 
brandishing a huge knife, with which he 
repeatedly sought to butcher her. Finally 
the child-woman did that she was justified 
in doing at first—she seized a pistol and 
planted two bullets so neatly near his jug­ 
ular vein that he fell dead. The only re­ 
gret chivalrous men can feel in the matter 
is, that the dispatches fail to recite as 
prompt liberation of the wife and her 
exoneration by Pennsylvania authorities, 
as in the case of the Arkansas woman. 


T h e strike of the coal-handlers at the 
East, more directly than any recent event 
of that kind, affects the public convenience 
and will serve to arouse public interest in 
the strike question. It will contribute to 
the public judgment that the strike is the 
most unwise action labor can take in its 
own interest. The public will be punished 
by this great strike causelessly ; steamship 
lines will suffer; public travel be impeded, 
and in the end the strikers will return to 
work, losers by precisely the period of 
idleness in which they indulge and all the 
consequent debt and suffering it entails. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


The proposition is boldly advanced to 
rc|ieal the law creating the Funded Debt 
Commission of this city. This journal ap­ 
proved the erection of that Commi.-s on. 
It has believed it to be in the best inter­ 
ests of the city, and so still maintains.

Under this process the Commission 
has secured the surrender of $47S,O00 
worth of bonds and inore than $800,000 
worth of detached con isms. What, now, 
would be the effect -if abandoning the 
Commission as proposed ?

sinking fund income at $85,000 next year, 
the Commission wili draw of it aliout $55,­ 
000, leaving about $20,000 as all the bond­ 
holders cau secure. This margin will 
rapidly diminish a- this process goes on,

Tlie Suprem e Com tAfi;ain D ecides Against 
Green A Trainor and Others. 
The Supreme Court Commissioners have 
written the following decision, and the 
Court has indorsed it, in the case of Green 
& Trainor vs. The State of California, 
wherein damages were sought to be recov­ 
ered for injury done to the lands of plaint­ 
iffs above the town of Washington, in 
consequence of the changing of the outlet 
of the American river by the Levee Com­ 
missioners of the city of Sacramento in 
1862, by authority of the Legislature. The 
Court has also decided the case of Wm. B. 
Todhunter vs. The State in a like m anner: 
This cause was decided by Department One of 
this Court in an opinion filed July 1,1886, af­ 
firming the judgment of the Court below. (XI 
Pae. Rep., 602.) A rehearing in bank was there­ 
after ordered, and the case again comes under 
review. 
1. The Act of March 12,1885, authorizing the 
commencement of this action by plaintiffs 
against the State, simply empowered them to 
bring a suit, and to make the defendant a proper 
party thereto. It did not create for them a 
cause oí action or waive on the part of defend­ 
ant any defense which it had to such action. 
The State submitted itself to the jurisdiction of 
the Court, subject to its right to interpose any 
defense which os a sovereign State it might 
lawfully urge to the action when instituted. 
The contention that the Act of March 12,1885 
(statutes 1885, p. 107), amounts to a legislative 
concession of the liability of the State is not 
supported by sound reasons. Were the State to 
pass a general law permitting ail persons at will 
to institute suits against it, surely it would not 
be contended that such an Act conceded the 
existence of a cause of action in favor of all per­ 
sons bringing suits. 
Ordinarily and in theory a sovereign State is 
presumed to be ready aud willing to do justice 
to the citizen, without the necessity of invoking 
the assistance of the judicial arm, but in ex­ 
ceptional and intricate cases the legislative de­ 
partment finds itself inadequate to balancing 
and adjusting claims depending upon the solu­ 
tion of abstruse questions ol law. 
In such cases it is eminently proper that the 
question of legal obligation and the measure of 
damages be submitted for adjustment to that de­ 
partment of the Government who<?c peculiar 
province it is to investigate and determine ques­ 
tions of like character. 
How such submission to the Courts can be 
construed into a recognition of the existence of 
a cause of action we cannot comprehend. 
It may be the Legislature could, in a proper 
case, determine the liability of the State, and 
then refer the question of the amount of com­ 
pensation to the Courts, if it saw fit to do so. 
But iu the present cate it has not pursued that 
course. 
The language of the statute does not bear any 
such construction. We quote : “ If it appeurs 
upon the trial of any of said actions that dam­ 
age has been done to the plaintiff by any act for 
which the State is legally liable,” etc. 
To hold that this expression of legislative in­ 
tent is to be construed as admitting a right to 
recover, is to beg the question and do violence 
to the statute. 
B^r authorizing the plaintiff's to bring suits 
against the State, the Legislature simply re­ 
manded them to the Courts for a determination 
of their rights, and no argument in favor of the 
liability of the state can be drawn therefrom 
which may not with equal force be urg«d in 
favor of any plaintiff’ against the defendant 
whom he is authorized to sue at law. 
2. The whole question of the right of plain­ 
tiffs to recover was necessarily involved in the 
determination of Green vs. Swift, 47 Cal. 536. 
Agreeing as we do fully wilh the views ex­ 
pressed by Justice McKinstry in the former de­ 
cision of this cause, we are oj opinion tho 
judgment heretoápe rendered affirming the 
judgment of the Court below should stand as 
the judgment of the Court herein. Seari.s, C. 
We concur: Foote, C. 
Belcher, C. C. 
For the reasons given in the foregoing 
opinion the judgment is affirmed.The Court.

SAD CONDITION OF ORPHANAGES 
AND HOSPITALS. 


The Coal H andlers’ Strike Becom es 
G eneral—Ocean 
Vessels De­ 
layed—Serions Outlook. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION. | 


N e w Y o r k , January 27th.—The White 
Star steamship Britannic, which was to 
have sailed hence for Liverpool to-day, has 
been delayed, owing to an inability to ob­ 
tain a supply of coal, and her departure is 
announced for Friday at 7 A. m . 
Twenty thousand men are now on a 
strike among the coal shovelers, ’longshore­ 
men, freight-handlers and men employed 
on the river front in almost every capacity, 
and the number is augmented to close on 
to 40,000 by the strikers on the Brooklyn 
and Jersey shores. In consequence, it is 
almost impossible for any of the steamers 
for Europe or coastwise to leave port. The 
order went forth yesterday from the head­ 
quarters of the ’Longshoremen’s Union, 
which was backed by the Knights of Labor 
Assembly, No. 49, and this morning the 
men turned out. Beach walkers were sent 
out to cover all the various points on the 
river fronts where trouble was concentrated, 
and they had particular instructions to use 
every means to prevent any disturbance. 
The next move wiil be to get the engi­ 
neers on the tug boats to refuse to burn the 
coal or tow it, and other labor organizations 
who are dependent on the coal supply will 
be compelled to quit work. The ferry 
boats are seriously inconvenienced on ac­ 
count of the lack of coal, and one line had 
out grocery and other wagons bringing coal 
from the small yards, but when they came 
around so often the dealers refused to sell. 
A steamboat squad is scattered along the 
river front, where the men and companies 
are in open coufiict, but no disturbance had 
occurred up to noon. 
A strike along the river front of Brook­ 
lyn also went into#ffect this morning. All 
the men went out quietly, peacefully and 
determinedly. 
ORPHANAGES AH1I JIOSPITALS OUT OK FUEL. 
New Y ork, January 27th.—Public insti­ 
tutions, as well as the manufacturers, are 
still pinched for fuel, consequent upon the 
coal dead-lock. The Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction say they had up­ 
wards of (¡.000 applications for supplies. 
W. & J. 0 Brien, the Wall-street bankers, 
are trying to procure a supply in any quan­ 
tity lor the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum 
on Madison avenue. They have less there 
than they will need for the week, and the 
comfort of nearly 300 children is thus im­ 
periled. Heinemann Hospital, one of the 
largest Jewish institutions in the city, is 
also out of coal. Dozens of smaller char­ 
itable aud benevolent societies are put to a 
like inconvenience. 
THK POLICE PREPARED FOR TROUBLE. 
New York, January 27th.—Superin­ 
tendent Murray is kept informed of every­ 
thing that transpires among the coal 
strikers, and can at any moment send a 
lame force of men to any menaced point. 
Captain Gastlin, whose men have charge of 
the docks along the river fronts, has been 
reinforced by more than 100 additional 
men. His force of 300 men has been able 
to maintain order. Reserves in all the 
precincts are on hand for instant service, 
l'he order to put off the platoon on duty 
was issued on Saturday lust. Superintend­ 
ent Murray said to-day that he had not 
announced this before, as he did not wish 
to cause unnecessary alarm. 
PARADE OF THK STRIKERS. 
New Y o rk , January 27th.—The striking 
’longshoremen and coal-shovelers had a 
parade to-night previous lo the mass meet­ 
ing at Cooper Union. They marched 
through Broadway to Eighth street, and 
thence toCooper Union. Resolutions were 
adopted denouncing the outrages of the 
Pinkerton detectives, and the meeting ad­ 
journed. ____________________

T r e a c h e r o u s A p a c h e s .—Two Indians 
rode up to a cabin at Mescal Springs, fifteen 
miles trom Fort Hijacbuca, A . T . at dusk 
on the night of January 23d, and were al­ 
lowed bv tiie occupants—Messrs. Riley, 
Crow and Land—to enter to warm them­ 
selves. Riley going out soon after to feed 
the horses, was followed by one of the In­ 
dians with a Winchester ritle. who proba­ 
bly intended to fire upon him when his 
companion in the eabtn gave the signal. 
The Indian in the cabin opened upon the 
two men with a revolver, wounding Crow 
in the arm, who then grappled with him, 
taking his revolver front him and killing 
him. Riley, at the first shot, put a wagon 
and fence betwten him and the Indian 
with <he ritle, who was unable to get a shot 
at him, and upon whom Crow and Land 
now began firing. He escaped, but is be­ 
lieved to be wounded. It is not known 
whether the Indians were alone or strag­ 
glers from a iarge party. A detachment of 
Captain Lawton’s Troop B, Fourth Cavalry, 
started out as soon as w ord reached Fort 
Huachuca. H. C. Crow is from Stockton, 
Cal., and a relative of Walter J. Crow, 
killed at Mussel Slough a tew years ago. 
His wound is not serious^ The settlers 
made two ponies, two saddles, a Winches­ 
ter rifle and a revolver out of the affair.

BI CAUSE OF INSANITY 


I T h e J u ry in th e Cane o f F can y W iezel 
P ro n o u n ce H er N ot G uilty o f M urder. 
Y esterday, in D epartm ent Tw o o f th e 
S uperior Court, C harles T. Jones m ade the 
closing argum ent for th e prosecution in 
th e W iezel-K lein case, concluding about 
noon. 
In th e afternoon Judge W ilson de­ 
livered his charge to th e ju ry , thoronghly 
in stru cting them as to th eir duties. 
R ela­ 
tive to insanity his rem arks w ere explicit 
an d strong, and we give them , know ing 
th a t they w ill be read w ith in te re st: 
It is claim ed by th e defense, as I u n d er­ 
stan d , th at at th e tim e w hen the hom icide 
is alleged to have been com m itted, tbe de­ 
fendant was insane, as I have before re­ 
m arked. 
T he law declares th a t th e in ten t 
w ith w hich a public offense is com m itted, 
is m anifested by the circum stances con­ 
nected therew ith, and th e sound m ind and 
discretion of th e accused. 
A ll persons are 
of sound m ind w ho are neither idiots, nor 
lunatics, n or affected w ith insanity. 
In ­ 
san ity m eans such a diseased and deranged 
condition of the m ental faculties as to ren ­ 
der th e person incapable of distinguishing 
betw een right and w rong at tbe tim e of, 
and in relation to, th e act w ith w hich she 
is charged. 
A ll persons have not th e sam e 
m ental force or characteristics, no r is the 
sam e person a t all tim es in the sam e con­ 
dition as to m ental pow ers or physical 
strength. 
H er faculties m ay be im paired 
by sickness, or by causes calculated to dis­ 
tu rb or influence h er passions, yet if she be 
in th e possession of h er senses and able to 
. udge o f th e particular act for w hich she 
s arraigned and to distinguish betw een 
rig h t and w rong in regard to it, sh e is 
m orally and legally responsible for her 
conduct and am enable to the laws of th e 
land. 
In determ ining this question you 
are to consider the character and nature 
of- 
th e 
defendant’s 
acts 
as 
evi­ 
denced by 
h er conduct, m em ory, con­ 
versations, 
acts, 
tem peram ent 
and 
disposition, and you are to consider all the 
acts and conduct of t lie defendant at the 
tim e of, before, and subsequent to, the 
alleged com m ission of the offense; and in 
order to hold h er crim inally responsible 
therefor, you m ust be satisfied th a t she lisd 
sufficient m ental capacity to distinguish 
betw een right and w rong as applied to the 
act she was about to com m it, and was con­ 
scious th at she was doing w rong. 
Frenzy 
arisin g from the passions o f anger, hatred 
or revenge, no m atter how furious, if not 
th e result of a diseased m ind, is not in a 
legal sense insanity. 
Y ou m u st not con­ 
found anger or w rath w ith actual insanity, 
because, how ever absurd and unreasonable 
sucia m ay he, or how ever a person m ay at t 
w hen suddenly angered, if h e rm ln d is not 
deranged it is not legally an excuse for the 
violation of the law . 
T he law does not 
req u ire as a condition upon w hich crim ­ 
inal responsibility shall follow the com ­ 
m ission of crim e the possession of all the 
faculties w ith full pow er and vigor, or a 
m ind w holly unim paired by disease. 
T he 
law rejects th e doctrine of w hat is called 
em otional or tem porary in san ity w hich 
begins on the eve of the crim inal act and 
ends w ith its com m ission ; w hich enables 
one w ho does not choose to bridle her pas­ 
sions to allow them to sw ay h er ju st long 
enough to conrinit a crim e and th en su b ­ 
side. 
A n irresistible im pulse to com m it 
an act w hich one know s to be w rongful 
does not constitute tlie insanity w hich is a 
legal defense. 
If one voluntarily allow s 
her passions unlim ited sway she is re­ 
sponsible for acts w hich she 
com m its 
un d er its im pulse. 
T he law does not 
recognize an insanity w hich exists only at 
the tim e, and for th e purpose of th e com ­ 
m ission of a crim e. 
In san ity is r. m ani­ 
festation of a disease o f the brain, and the 
doctrine th at an individual can be entirely 
sane tb e m om ent before, and th e m om ent 
after a crim inal act is perpetrated, and yet in ­ 
sane at th e tim e of its com m ission, is con­ 
trary to every principle o f law and sense. 
If you believe from th e evidence in this 
case th a t the defendant was allected w ith 
and had an insane im pulse to kill th e de­ 
ceased, but th at she could have successfully 
resisted it, she should have done so, and if 
she did not, she is crim inally responsible 
for th e act. 
W hether she had such im ­ 
pulse and w hether she could or could not 
have resisted it, are questions for you, gen­ 
tlem en, alone to determ ine. 
T he law has 
never recognized an im pulse as uncontrol- 
able w hich leaves the reasoning pow ers, 
including the capacity to appreciate the 
natu re and quality of the particular act, 
unaffected by m ental disease. 
T he true 
test to be adopted upon this subject is th is : 
w hether the accused had sufficient reason 
to know rig h t from wrong, an d if she had 
sufficient intelligence to know it, w hether 
she had sufficient pow er to control her 
actions, is a m atter of no m om ent w hat­ 
ever. 
W henever one has reason enongh to 
know th a t she is doing w rong w hen she 
com m its an unlaw ful act, it is her d u ty to 
control herself, a duty for th e om ission of 
w hich th e law s of the land will n o t hold 
h er guiltless. 
T he law presum es a person 
san \ 
In san ity is a valid defense if satisfactorily 
show n by th e evidence in the case. 
W here 
in san ity is relied upon as a defense the 
bu rd en of proof is upon th e defendant. 
T lie proof m u st be such in am ount th at if 
th e single issue of sanity or insanity o f the 
defendant was subm itted to you in a civil 
action you m ust find th at th e defendant 
w as insane. 
T he insanity m ust be estab­ 
lished by a preponderance o f evidence. 
A nd by a preponderance of evidence I 
m ean th at degree of proof th at induces the 
m in d of a reasonable m an to believe one 
side of an issue in preference to tb e other. 
T h e defendant is n o t bound to prove it 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 
B ut on the 
oth er h and it is not sufficient to create a 
reasonable doubt in your m inds th a t tlie 
defendant was or m ay be insane. 
T he 
preponderance 
m u tt 
tie plainly ap p ar­ 
ent. 
It 
is 
n o t 
sufficient 
that 
you 
m ay 
entertain 
a 
reasonablii 
doubt as 
to tier sanity. 
T be defense o f in san ity is 
one w hich m ay be, and som etim es is, re­ 
sorted to in cases in w hich th e proof of the 
crim e is so com plete th at any other m eans 
of avoiding conviction seem s hopeless. 
W hile, therefore, such a defense should he 
weighed fairly and justly, and w hen satis­ 
factorily established m u st recom m end itself 
to the sense o f h u m an ity and justice of the 
ju ry , you are to exam ine it w ith care, lest 
an ingenious counterfeit of m ental infirm ­ 
ity shall furnish im m u n ity to guilt. 
T h e Ju d g e concluded his charge as fol­ 
low s : 
Now, gentlem en, th e m ost im portant 
p art of your d u ty begins. 
You have been 
accepted as ju ro rs in this case, by the Peo­ 
ple on one side and th e defense upon the 
other, w ith the full assurance th at you 
would p rform yo u r duty w ith the strictest 
im p artiality. 
Y ou have sw orn to well and 
truly try this case, an d a true verdict ren ­ 
der according to th e evidence and the law 
as given to you by the Court. 
You are to 
determ ine it entirely npon ¡be evidence 
w hich you have heard in C ourt and the 
law th u s given yo n ; nothing w hich you 
m ay have heard or read outside of this 
Court-room should in any m anner control 
or affect your deliberation. 
I t is votir duty 
to decide Hie case solely upon the evidence 
here presented and the law here given, and 
to perform your duty w ithout being in ­ 
fluenced by prejudice or sw ayed by sym ­ 
pathy. 
If von should find th e defendant guilty 
o f m u rd er in th e first degree, but should 
n o t desire th at sh e suffer th e extrem e 
penalty of the law, then th e ftffm of your 
verdict should be, " W e, th e jury, find 
the defendant guilty of m urder in the first 
degree and fix her p u n ish m en t at im pris­ 
o n m en t in th e State P rison for life. 
If 
von find th e defendant guilty o f m urder 
in the first degree, and your verdict is silent 
in respect to the penalty, th e C ourt m ust 
then pronounce the death sentence. In th at 
event your verdict should b e: "W e, the 
ju ry , tiiid the defendant g uilty o f m urder 
in th e first degree." 
If you should enter­ 
tain a reasonable doubt as to w hether the 
defendant is guilty o f m urder in the first 
degree, then you should in q u ire w hether 
or not she is guilty o f m urder in the sec­ 
ond degree; and if you should find from 
th e law es heretofore given you th a t the de­ 
fendant is guilty of m u rd er in th e second 
degree, then th e form of y o u r verdict 
should be : "W e. th e jury, find th e defend­ 
a n t g u ilty o f m urder in th e second de­ 
gree." 
If you should en tertain a reasan- 
able doubt as to w hether th e defendant is 
guiltv o f m urder in the second degree, you 
should in q u ire w hether sh e is guilty of 
m anslaughter. 
A nd if you should find 
from th e law os heretofore given to you 
th a t tb e defendant is guilty 
of 
m an­ 
slaughter, th e form of yo u r verdict should 
b e ; 
"W o, tbb ju ry , find th e defendant 
guilty of m anslaughter.” 
If you are satis­ 
fied from th e evidence beyond a reasonable 
d au b t th a t the defendant at th e lim e and 
place, and in th e m an n er specified in the 
inform ation, killed th e deceased, and are 
satisfied by a preponderance o f evidence 
th at at th e tim e of the com m ission of such 
offense th e defendant w as insane, th en tb e 
form of vour verdict should he: “ W e, the 
jury, find th e defendant not guilty by rea­ 
son" of in san ity ." 
If you entertain a rea­ 
sonable doubt as to h er guilt and acquit 
her. th en the form o f vonr verdict should 
b e: “ We, th e ju ry , find th e defendant not 
guilty." 
T b e ju ry retired about 2:15 o'clock, and 
tb e assem bled throng o f people, one-fourth 
of w hom were ladies, aw aited w ith m uch 


interest th e lapse o f sufficient tim e for it 
to organize and take a ballot. 
W hen half 
an h o u r h ad passed and no verdict, it 
began to be feared th a t there w ould not be 
an agreem ent. 
Still th e crow d lingered, 
m ost of those w ho had been able to secure 
advantageous locations in th e Court-room 
m ain tain in g them . 
A bout 3:25 o’clock the 
ju ry sent w ord th at it had agreed upon a 
verdict, and five m inutes later it was in the 
box, Ju d g e W ilson was occupying his seat, 
and 
th e 
attorneys, th e defendant, her 
friends, an d as m any spectators as could 
squeeze in to the room w ere anxiously scan­ 
ning th e faces of the m en w ho held th e de­ 
fendant’s fate in th eir hands. 
G lancing 
around, Ju d g e W ilson noted th e eagerness 
and an x iety of th e spectators, an d m ade a 
few rem arks, referring to th e interest and 
feeling m anifested in th e case, and declar­ 
ing th a t no dem onstration o f satisfaction 
or dissatisfaction w ith the verdict w hich 
was about to be rendered, could be per­ 
m itted. 
^ T h e clerk of th e Court then in q u ire d : 
“ G entlem en of th e jury, have you agreed 
upon a verdict?” 
A nd receiving an af­ 
firm ative answ er, h e requested th at it be 
read. 
Chas. R obin, th e forem an, arose, 
and the silence was alm ost painful as lie 
opened th e paper upon w hich th e verdict 
was w ritten, and then read :

F ebruary, 1886, and th at no evidence has 
been presented to cast a stain upon h er 
character."

H e is trom 
Tracv, San Joaquin county, and has been 
stopping at the -Blue A nchor” for two 
weeks. 
H e is thought to be demented. 
As far as can be learned there was no pro­ 
vocation for the shooting. 
It is not known 
that he ever saw Stein before, 
lie says 
that there is a conspiracy to kill him , and 
that Stein is one of the conspirators. Stein 
had just entered the place for his noonday 
meal. Soliu said nothing to any one wrhen 
he entered the place and fired. 
Stein 
lives in West Berkeley. 
He was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital for treatm ent.

ger. The lapwing is even more given to 
sorcery. 
It always deposits a stone of the 
size of a pea in its nest. 
W hat use it is to 
tbe bird or its family no one seems to 
klíow, lu t if anyone fimis it and places it 
under tbe pillow of a sleeping person fie 
will answ er every question that does not 
exceed tbe lim its of hum an knowledge 
with perfect truth in the language in which 
it is asked. The marvelous stories told of 
serpents are innumerable. 
There is one 
about a yard iu length and as thick as the 
upper part of a strong m an's arm which 
haunts dry, wooded places. 
It is so ven­ 
omous, especially in May, that not only 
will the first person it bites in that month 
die himself, but any one who stands beside 
or comes to help him will share the same 
fate. 
If he falls beneath a tree, that, too, 
or if it be very 
large, at least one- 
half of it, will be killed. 
Again, ser­ 
pents of all kinds are very fond of m ilk. 
In 
the old days, before the railway was 
built, a coachman, who used to drive on 
the road between Foggia and Naples, once 
fell asleep outside a lit'le inn while his 
horses were baiting. 
His m onth was opm 
ami a snake crept down his throat. Atler 
this he felt unwell, though lie did not 
know why, and none of the doctors could 
tell what was the m atter with him. 
At 
last he consulted the professors of the Uni­ 
versity of Naples. 
They hung him up by 
his feet and placed a great bowl of milk be­ 
neath bis head. The snake, attracted by 
the smell, crept out to drink, but still kept 
a great pa t of its body in the m outh and 
throat of the coachman. A young doctor 
sprang forward, pulled it out and threw it 
away, when in was killed.
